CirizENns oF STRAFFORD : 

The new law which took effect at the beginning of the year, 
making it obligatory upon the town to furnish free text books, 
has caused a slight increase in attendance and scholarship. 
The purchase and distribution of books and supplies has made 
your board a much larger amount of work tban ever before. 

Nearly all of the teachers have been our own tuwns-people, 
and as a class have had experience, which has been a great 
factor in their success, which is evident from the fact that 
some of them have taught the same school for two or three 
years. | 

We still recommend teachers .to attend the State Normal 
School at Plymouth. 

The whole number of pupils enrolled is 273, of whom 212 
have been in daily attendance throughout the first term of 
nine and the second of thirteen weeks. 

Parents and guardians, will you not co-operate with us in 
trying to increase the punctuality and attendance during the 
coming year? Itis proper that the minds of children should 
be enlarged, possibly made cosmopolitan, if it is not doue at 
the expense of the more important matter of fitting them 
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to create homes and become producers. One purpose of wise 
teaching is to make intelligent citizens of our republic. You 
may legislate against these defects, but you will find educa- 
tion stronger than statute. 

Before the commencement of the school year, Rev. J. S. 
Neal, a valued member of your board, passed away, but his 
life .ork asa minister and educator has been a grand success, 
for he was a man of noble impulse and example, of the great- 
est probity and honesty. 

The usual tables and roll of honor, which we will look to for 
ai increase in the future, can be found in the succeeding 
pages. The schoolhouse in No. 4 is sadly in need of repairs, 
and No. 19 should havea new one, or the one in No. 16 shou'd 
be moved on to the site and repaired before the first of May 
next, and_No. 13 needs a wood house.
